Commercial Congress 
By Associated Press. ] 


Kansas Crry, April 14.—The first 
session of the Western States Com- 
mercial Congress conyened at noon 
to-day, with delegates present from 
the following States and Territories: 
California, Washington, Idaho, Colo- 
rade, New Mexico, Wyoming, Mon” 
tana, Kanai& Towa, Nebraska, Mis- 
souri, Minnesota, Wisconsin, [ilinois, 
indiana, Ohic, Kentucky, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana, 
Georgia, Texas and Oklahoma. The 
convention was called to order by 
State Senafor Kelley of Kansas. He 
introddeed Rev. Dr. Hayes of this 
city, who offered prayer. Tne conven- 
tion then proceeded to a temporary 
' ofganization.> Senator Kelly was 
chosen temporary Chairman. In a 
long speech of acceptanee he explained 
the object of the congress to be the 
consideration of various questions of 
peculiar interest tothe west and soutb_ 

Kelly laid all the blame of agri- 
cultural. depression upon a too small 
circulating medium. .As a relief, he 
suggested the recoinage of silver and : 
raising of silver money to the standard 
of gold. Joha W. Springer of !llinois, | 
was elected temporary Secretary. The 
Chairman then presented Governor 
Francis who welcomed the delegates 
in behalf of Missouri. He said the 
congress marked a new era in agri- 
cultural, commercial and financial his- 
torv. In the early history of the coun- 
try, such dissension and dissatisfac- 
tion as now exists, resulted in revo 
lution. People of the west were now 
crying for relief, but the manner of re” 
lief was sought, not by arms, but by 
this: deliberate congress. Different 
causes were assigned for the dépres- 
sion . of western interests. Here- 
tofore federal legislation has been in 
the interests of the East. It is‘ heces~’ 
sary now for the West to “stand to- 
gether, and there were many things 
the West desired, in the advocacy of 
which it should be unanimous, earnest 
and continued. The West wauted 
free trade with Mexico to Canada and 
South America and with all the coun- 
tries of the World. The Wes: wanted 
the Mississippi connected with the 
great lakes. It wantedimproved water 
ways. It wanted an_ international 
railway. It wanted a fuller volume 
of currency. These were things that 
would relieve the distressing condition 
of affairs, and there were things that 
the West must act together upon. 

T. Dwight Thatcher, of Topeka, then 
welcomed the delegates in behalf of 
Kansas. 

An adjournment was then taken 
until 2 Pp. Mm. 

Upon re-assembling, letters of regret 
were read. Among them beinz one 
from President Harrison, which is as 
follows: 

‘Public discussion of the con- 
ditions affecting agricultural and busi- 
ness prosperity cannot but be helpful, 
if conducted on broad lines and if 
hospitabl& to differences of opinion. 
The extraordinary developments in 
the production of agricuiture which 
have taken place in a récent period in 
this country, by reason of the rapid 
enlargement of the area of tillage, 
under the fayorable land laws of the 
United States, have very naturally 
called attention tothe value, and, in- 
deed, necessity of larger markets. I 
am one of those who believe the home 
market necessarily best for produc- 
tions; as if measurably emancipates 
him, in proportion to its nearness, 
from the ‘tions of ‘transportation 
companies. ‘Ifthe farmer could de- | 
iver his surplus produce to the con- 
sumer out of his farm wagon his in-. 
_-dependence and his profits would" be 
larger and surer, It seems to mé quite 
aa ohio ° a largely increased 

market for our staple farm products

More of 
such -money is better. But on the 
other hand; when an issue of paper or 
coined dollars in buying and selling is 
rated at less value than other paper 
or coined dollars, we have passed the 
limit of safe experiments in finance. 
If we have dollars of different values 
only the poorest will circulate. 
‘‘Farmers and laborers, who are not 
in hourly touch: with. the ticker or 
telegraph, lose in the “fall of Wilue. 
Fluctuations and depressions are 
always at first cost to those classed as 
our industrial community. The 
banker and speculator anticipate, dis- 
count and profit by such fluctuations. 
I have always believed, and do now 
more than ever believe, in bimetalism 
and favor the fullest use of silver in 
connection with -our currency that is 
compatable with the maintainance, on 
a parity of the gold and silver dollar, 
in their commercial uses. Nothing, 
in my jadgment, would so much re- 
tard its restoration as the legislation 
adopted by the United States, which 
would result in placing this country 
upon a basis of silver monometalismwn.

Cold Turkey.

Constantiropte, April 14. — The 
Russian war ship belonging to the 
Volunteer fleet was stopped by the 
Turkish authorities on daty at Darde- 
nelles. The Russian vessel was pro- 
ceeding on her way to Vladivostock, 
Asia, near the northern limit of Corea 
on the Sea of Japan. Sbe was loaded. 
with railroad material and had as pas- 
sengers military workingmen, who ac- 
cording to the term used by the Rus- 
sians, are detailed to construct the 
Trans-Siberian Railroad. The officer 
in command of the Russian ship, 
upon being brought beneath the guns 
of Fort Dardenelles, immediately ap- 
pealed to the Russian ambassador at 
Constantinople, De Nelidoff, who in 
turn entered the strongest protest pos- 
sible with the Turkish officials in this 
city. De Nelidoff claimed in-warnn 
terms that the action of ‘the Turkish 
officers at. Dardenelles is in direct and 
flagrant violation of the commercial 
treaties existing between Russia and 
Turkey. After considerable -inter- 
change of views on the subject, the 
Porte finally came to the conclusion it 
would be inadvisable to detain the 
war ship any further and she was al- 
lowed to pass.

The propensity that people have for 
leaving the State of Nevada as soon as 
they get rich or suffer defeat when 
aspiring to political bonors, began in 
the early history of the State, when 
there was some excuse for seeking 
other fields to secure social and edu- 
cational advantages. It continues to 
the present day more through force of 
habit than for any plausible reasons, 
and will undoubtedly become in time, 
a tradition of the past. This lack of 
home attractions has resulted in great 


loss to the State, for it has taken away 
trom us many of the most prosperous, 
from the great quartet of Bonanza 
Kings, down through the prosperous 
list of all classes, and kept many of 
them away until they got swamped, 
and then only to confess that Nevada 
had served them better than any land 
ov earth. ; 

Among the suevessful pioneers to 
leave the State as soon as prosperity 
dawned upon him, was 


DR. GAWLEY OF NYE COUNTY, 
Who, while he lived here as “Sing!o- 
line,” entertained a wide circle of ap- 


preciative readers through the col- 
umne of the daily press. His leaving 
the State was characterized by a spirit 
of western ifdependence, that was 
Democratic in the extreme and as pro- 
nounced as bis political faith which 
was founded on Jeffersonian princi- 
ples.

Over $9,000 had to be 
raised. The zealous, magnetic and 
energetic rector has accomplished the 
task and to-day St. Paul’s Church and 
rectory are absolutely free from debt, 
and they represent a property worth
